Ruling Made 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
Supreme Court ruled today that 
members of both houses of a 
state legislature must represent 
districts substantially equal in 
population. 


The ruling means the prece­ 
dent - suiting state reapportion­ 
ment requirem ents established 
by the court earlier apply to 
state sonats as well as the low 
or state houses. 


The opinion 
declared: 
“ By 
holding that as a federal con­ 
stitutional requisite both houses 
of a state legislature must be 
apportioned 
on 
a 
population 
basis, we mean that the equal 
protection clause (of the U. S. 
Constitution) 
requires 
that 
a 
state make an honest and good 
faith effort to construct dis­ 
tricts, in both houses of its leg­ 
islature, as nearly of equal pop­ 
ulation as is practicable.” 


The court added, however: 
“ We realize that it is a prac­ 
tical impossibility to arrange 
legislative districts so that each 
one has an identical num ber of 
residents, or citizens or voters 
M athematical exactness or pre 
vision is hardly a workable con 
stitutional requirem ent.”
